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BIENNIAL REPORT.

Honorable Jeremiah M. Rusk, Governor: 

The second biennial report of the Railroad Commissioner 
is herewith submitted. Those portions of the reports of 
companies considered of general interest have been pub- 
lished in full, while the space allowed under the law has 
necessitated contraction as far as possible. For details such 
reports and the tabulations following them must be referred 
to. 

There was in Wisconsin on the first of January, 1885, 
4,5^45.21 miles of railroad. Railroad building since that time, 
and especially during 1886, has been very active, and the 
reports of companies of June 30, 1886, show that at that date 
the total railway mileage of the state was 4,576 27-100. The 
most important building during the two years last past, has 
been the completion of the Wisconsin Central system 
between Chicago and St. Paul; the building of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Northern on the east bank of the Missis- 
sipi, along its entire course, touching this state, affording 
undoubtedly the easiest grade of any line between Chicago 
and St. Paul; and the extension of the Minneapolis, Sault 
Ste Marie, and Atlantic on its "•March to the Sea." The last 
named road will undoubtedly play an important part in the 
future of the transportation business o£ the Northwest, as it 
connects that territory, including the northern half of the 
state, with eastern markets independently of Chicago, and 
places Minneapolis and St. Paul about as near to tide water, 
through its contemplated connection with the Canadian 
Pacific, as Chicago now is. 
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COST OF ROAD AND STOCK AND DEBT. 

"tfo improveinenfc over former reports appears under the 
above heads. The cost of the road as reported is based 
largely on the face value of bonds and stocks issued, and is 
undoubtedly in nearly all cases much larger than the 
amount of money expended in construction and equipment. 
Total cost of the roads in Wisconsin is reported for 1886 as 
$184,913,502.07 or $40,350.33" per mile, the mileage being re- 
ported as 4,593 6-100. The following will show the great 
disparity in the cost of road in this State as reported by the 
different companies in their last report:

No approximate estimate as to the actual cost of road or 
what it can be replaced for, at the present prices of labor 
and material, can be made from the above figures. As a 
natural result, only a few of the lines report any dividend 
paid. During the year ending June 30, 1886. The following 
were the only dividends paid by companies doing business 
in this state:

The total capital stock of all companies on their whole 
line is reported at $298,123,629, and that of the above-named 
three companies at $161,425,608. Thus only 54 per cent, of 
the stock makes any return to the investor, and only three 
out of the twenty-two companies reporting.

RATES. 

A large number of the passengers and a large share of the 
tonnage reported, come from traffic passing through this 
state. That the average charge in the state is largely 
reduced by such traffic, there is no doubt, and could the av- 
erage of purely Wisconsin traffic be given, a much higher 
charge per mile than that given above, would be the result. 
Local charges have not had the share of the much-boasted 
reduction in rates, and it is no uncommon thing to find them 
where they were fixed a dozen years ago. While Wisconsin 
may in a sense be said to be fortunately located, enjoying 
an extensive water front which is generally supposed to 
insure fair rates, the very fact that water communication 
exists at her borders, tends to drive industries away from 
the interior, to places more favorably located as to shipping 
facilities. The present rates to local points in central or 
western Wisconsin, are as high as, or in excess of, the 
through rate from Chicago to St. Paul. A large tract of 
country lying between these commercial centers, and 
which might be supposed to have the advantage of 
shorter distancs to eastern markets, is by the present arti- 
ficial rate system placed on no better footing than territory 
lying west of St. Paul. That the lower rate for the longer 
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distance is injurious to the healthful and even development 
of the country at large, seems plain. It necessarily tends to 
drive industries of smaller interior towns into a few com- 
mercial and manufacturing centers, and accelerates that 
concentration of population and capital which breeds dissat- 
isfaction and culminates in strikes and riots. It would seem 
to be practical economy that freight coming from the east 
destined to points within this state, should be stopped at 
such points and not be carried past its final destination to 
points in Minnesota and Iowa to be again returned over the 
same line. The cost of this unnecessary haul must in the 
end be paid by the shipper. In arriving at the charge per ton 
per mile the milaege divisor is thus swelled to an undue fig- 
ure. To illustrate further — rates from Chicago to local 
points on the Omaha road west of Eau Claire (and perhaps , 
at that point) are as high, and in some instances higher, than 
the through rate to St. Paul and the rate from St. Paul back 
to the local station. In this manner the local dealer, no mat- 
ter whether he makes his purchase in the east or in the west, 
is still madeto pay the St. Paul rate for his shipment with 
the local rate added. He, in fact, has no choice of market, 
and being stationed one hundred miles east of St. Paul, and 
that much nearer the eastern markets, gives him no advant- 
age over the dealer similarly situated one hundred miles 
west of that enterprising city. He, in fact, pays for two 
hundred miles of unnecessary carriage, which he has not 
contracted for and does not desire. 

The present system has undoubtedly grown up in spite of 
railroad men, and contrary to their wishes. Their best ef- 
forts have been exerted to prevent unjust cutting of rates 
at large terminal points, but the ruinous rate wars occur 
with more alarming frequency than ever, interfering with 
business, and making all enterprise dependent on trans- 
portation a mere game of chance. St. Paul is such an im- 
portant factor in the development of our state, that P again 
wish to use it in illustrating my point. Economy would 
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dictate that the shortest line, the line which can do the 
business the cheapest, should have it. Such would be the 
rule in any other business. Economic discoveries drive out 
competitors with more expensive means of producing the 
same results. Not so in railroading. The longer road, or 
the road with the heaviest grade, by pool agreement, be- 
comes the final arbiter of the rate. The same rule that 
makes Western Wisconsin tributary to St. Paul, makes St. 
Paul tributary to Chicago, although situated within 150 
miles of Duluth, affording cheap water communication with 
the markets of the world. The short lines to Lake Superior, 
that would naturally be expected to control the rate to St. 
Paul, find themselves controlled liy their powerful Chicago 
competitors. Railroads are said to annihilate space, but 
they give to space an elasticity it was never suspected of 
possessing. 

A station geographically in Wisconsin, is, by railway 
manipulation, as far as freight rates are concerned, 
transferred into Western Minnesota or Iowa. It is diffi- 
cult to see why business interests shall not have the 
full benefit of the greatest economy in transportation as in 
other branches of industry. If grain can be shipped from 
St. Paul or Minneapolis east cheaper by Lake Superior than 
through Chicago, it is difficult to see what right Chicago lines 
have to any share of it. It is certainly natural that freight 
should seek its destination by the cheapestjchannel, and any 
interference is a violation of naturallaws. These views are 

mi 

not based upon complaints lodged in this office, but come 
from a careful study of the subject during the last five 
years and from a deep-seated conviction that the principle 
laid down is the correct one. Many railroad men go as far 
and farther, and the extreme view is even taken that the 
only solution of the difficult problem is government owner- 
ship. There is as much love of justice and the desire to see 
the right prevail among intelligent railway officials as 
among any class of men, and any candid discussion will be 
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greatly aided by their familiarity with the subject under 
consideration. 

Touching this question, the Commissioner took occasion 
on the 3d of July, 1885, to write Senator CuUom, the chair- 
man of the select committee appointed by the Senate of the 
United States on Inter-state Commerce, as follows: 

** Railroad men, and those who antagonize railroad legislation on the 
* let well enough alone ' idea, are in the habit of referring to the general 
reduction in freight rates in support of the theory of non-interference, 
claiming that competition will correct all evils . The average rate per 
ton per mile dn the two leading lines in this state has, for a series of years, 
been as follows:

That the above redaction is brought about largely by the low through 
rate is evident from the fact that in many instances the rates to local 
points are to-day just the same as the rate established under the tariff of 
June 15, 1872, referred to. before your committee at Saint Paul. 

Madison, the state capital, is a notable example. The rate to this point 
from Milwaukee or Chicago on first-class goods is now 50 cents per hun- 
dred — the same as in 1873 — and the companies added to that, even, by a 
rule of last winter, 50 per cent., ' unless marked at owner^s risk.' The 
order, however, was abandoned when attention was called to the statutory 
limitation. The local rate is not perceptibly affected by the general reduc- 
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tion. showing that competition, without the long andj short haul clause 
added, effects comparatively few points. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee and Saint Paul, and the' Chicago and North- 
western Railway, have an agreement as to rates at Madison, which is 
maintained." 

Judging from past experieaca the comtnissioner is loth to 
suggest any particular legislation, but will content himself 
by saying that federal and state legistation ought on this 
important subject to go hand in hand. Appearances indi- 
cate that the so-called CuUom Bill may, this winter, pass 
congress in some shape. Soma legislation is certainly de- 
manded, as well for the protection of railway properties, as 
of individuals and communities. It would tend to give any 
federal law a fairer trial if the legislature would enact a 
state law for the control of purely state traffic that would 
as far as practicable, be in harmony with the law of con- 
gress. 

SPECIAL CONTRACT. 

A general desire on the part of the carrier to relieve him- 
self of his common law liabilities has resulted in inserting 
in bills of lading conditions to the effect that the companies 
shall not be responsible to the shipper for any damage to the 
articles carried, while in their possession. The shipper is 
given no choice as to terms. No such contract and no agree- 
ment to relieve the carrier of his common law liability should 
have any binding force, and I suggest legislation to that ef- 
fect. 

LICENSE FEES. 

The amount of license fees received from railroad com- 
panies is constantly increasing, and may within a very few 
years be expected to reach a million dollars. Still the law 
under which this enormous amount of money is collected is 
open to many objections on account of the ease with which 
its terms can be evaded. The number of miles to be counted 
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in fixinfi: the class to which a road belongs, ought to be defi- 
nitely stated in applying for a license, and ought to be the 
basis for the next succeeding year. As stated in my last 
report, the Wisconsin Central system of roads, controlled by 
one set of officers, but consisting of a number of separate 
organizations, has raised several points as to the true con- 
struction to be given this law. The litigation referred to in 
my former report has not yet been terminated. ' The follow- 
ing report made to the State Treasurer, speaks for itself as 
to one of the difficulties eYicountered: 

'• To the Honorable E.G. MoFetridge, Treasurer of the State of Wisconsin: 
In submitting to you the accompanying reports, under section 1793, Re- 
vised Statutes, of the Wisconsin and Minnesota Railroad Company and of 
the Minnesota, St, Croix and Wisconsin Railroad Company, and not in- 
cluded in the general report of this office of 'the 10th inst, for the reason 
that said companies neglected to report within the time prescribed by law, 
the Railroad Commissioner feels called upon to direct your attention to the 
fact that the Chippewa Falls and Western Railroad Company, now 
included in the report of the Minnesota, St. Croix and Wisconsin, has in 
former years been included in the report of the Wisconsin and Minnesota 
Railroad Company. 

By this change the class of the Minnesota, St. Croix & Wisconsin Rail* 
road Company as to the license fee to be paid by it to the State, is not ma- 
terially affected, while taking this remunerative piece of road away from 
the Wisconsin and Minnesota leaves the latter line a second class instead 
of a first class road, as it has been for several years last past, and relieves 
it from the four per cent, license fee of such higher class. The leases and 
transfers under which the above changes were made, purport to have 
taken effect January 1st, 1885, but were not tiled in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State until February 10th, 1886 .

The superior facilities afforded the Railroad Commissioner 
to learn the facts connected with matters of this character 
ought to be sufficient reason why the Treasurer should be 
requested to secure his approval before issuing a license. 
At present, the matter is wholly in the hands of the Treas- 
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urer, and as the companies are requested to report to the 
two offices on the same date, a license may be issued before 
the Commissioner has time to make his report to the 
Treasurer. 

SLEEPING CAR COMPANIES 

pay as a license fee four per cent, of their local earnings be- 
tween points within this state. No good reason appears 
why they should not be on the same footing as railroad 
companies and be made to pay on their pro rata earnings 
within the state, but under the law as it now stands, and 
the construction placed upon it by the Supreme Court of 
this state, they only pay as stated. 

EXPRESS COMPANIES. 

If the license system is correct no reason exists why ex- 
press companies should not be included under the law. As * 
long as they are exempt only a part of earnings from 
transportation is made to pay tribute to the state. They are 
important factors in transportation. 

COMPLAINTS. 

On the whole, the feeling towards railroads in this state 
may be said to be very good. Complaints as to rates have 
been made, but they are not numerous. About fifty com- 
plaints on various subjects have been received during the 
last year. Many of these relate to the physical condition of 
roads, permitting fences, highway crossings, ditches and 
culverts to get out of repair, and although they have been 
considered by the commissioner, he has, as to a number of 
them, had serious doubts as to whether the law contem- 
plated that they should come under his supervision. The 
companies hav^ universally treated these matters with fair- 
ness, and made some adjustmenc with the complainant, so 
that not a single complaint has been referred to the Attor- 
ney General. The number of complaints is much larger 
than that of any previous year. 
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SURFACE WATER. 

Under the decisions of our supreme court a railroad com- 
pany is not compelled to build culverts for the escape of 
mere surface water on the principle that every landowner 
may treat srrface water, flowing or falling upon his prem- 
ises with utter disregard as to the effect upon adjoining 
lands. While self -protection may as a rule be depended 
upon to make railroads furnish the necessary escape for 
surf ace water, a law on the subject would in no case be 
amiss. 

ACCIDENTS. 

The immunity from serious accidents on railroads in this 
state for a long series of years has been sadly broken during 
the last half of this year. The terrible accident at Rio, oc- 
curring upon one of the best regulated roads in the country, 
necessarily suggests the thought whether some safer system 
of heating cars than that at present used in the ordinary day 
coach, ought not to be introduced. Men will forget, and 
switches will occasionally be left open, and the time will 
never come when absolute safety from such catastrophes 
can be expected. But some different mode of heating cars 
would undoubtedly lessen the danger. With the exception 
of this one accident, our railways have been remarkably 
fortunate, and are entitled to the greatest credit for their 
humane watchfulness and care of passengers. 

ACCIDENTS TO EMPLOYES. 

While the above is true as to passengers, accidents to em- 
ployes are far too frequent. While no rule of law should 
be applicable to railroads not applicable to other employers, 
our courts have undoubtedly taken an extreme position in 
holding the company not liable for injuries received by, for 
instance, a brakeman, through the carelessness of the con- 
ductor, for the reason that they are co-employes. Some 
courts, and among them the supreme court of the United 
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States, lay down the opposite rule, and hold that the con- 
ductor represents — is the alter ego of — the employer. The 
latter would certainly seem to be the more just rule, but 
legislation alone can make such the law in this state. 

IN CONCLUSION 

I desire to express my appreciation of the universal courtes;^ 
with which the railroad corporations have met any sugges- 
tion made to them by this office during the past five years. 
While differences have arisen, the heads of departments 
have always treated them with the greatest liberality, and 
it is but just to say that, where doubt has existed as to the 
liability of the company, they have frequently given the 
complainant the benefit of the doubt. While the Commis 
sioner's office is a great aid in obtaining a hearing and ad- 
justment without resorting to the courts, his influence 
would undoubtedly be much greater were his findings made 
prima facie evidence of the questions decided. 

I also tender my thanks to J. H. Foster, who has rendered 
valuable and faithful service as deputy and secretary dur- 
ing my terms of office and who has carefully compiled the 
tabulations accompanying this report.
